PITTSBURGH, Sept. 12.—While 200,000 
persons have left the city since yesterday 
there are still 200, 000 strangers in town. 
The national. encampment of the G. A. R. 
opened this morning in the new Grand 
operahouse. Delegates were welcomed on 


Chairman C. Ripley and W. C. Quincy. 
Gov. Pattison welcomed them on behalf of 


and Mayor Kennedy of Allegheny on be- 
half of the cities. 


The annual reports of the national officers 
were read. _ Commander-in-Chief Adams 


as against 397,223 a year ago. Hach suc- 
ceeding year, he -said, will show a de- 
crease. The interest in the order, however, 
has grown stronger. When the last com- 
rade is mustered out and the G.A.R. should 
cease to exist, the Sons of Veterans would 
carry on its work.

“I have come with a message from your 
countrymen who dwell on what was once 
the other side of the line, but whose 
hearts beat in ready response to your 
hearts, and who bid me tell you that they 
want to see you. Candor compels me to 


not want to see-you. There was a time 
when, without any invitation whatever, 
either written or verbal, without so much 
as an inffmation of hospitality, you in- 
sisted upon giving us the honor of your 
company, and, as it turned out, when we 
were but ill-prepared to receive you. It is 
a pity, now that we are prepared—now that 
the lid is off the pot, and that the latch- 
string hangs outside the door, you should 
refuse us the happiness of entertaining 
you, not with ‘bloody hands to hospitable 
graves,’ but as friends and brothers, fel- 
low-citizens, who learned to value one an- 
other amid scenes that lent no time for 
equivocation and transactions applying to 
human virtues the very highest test.’’ 

After the reading of reports, appoint- 
ment of committees, the next business was 
the fixing of the next encampment place, 
and Louisville was selected by a unanimous 
and rising vote. The nomination for com- 
mander-in-chief ‘was then taken up, and 
the names ci? I. IN. Walker of Indiana and 
Lawler of IlMnois were presented. The 
Convention adjourned until

encampment for use during the present 
session the table upon which Gen. Lee 
signed the articles of capitulation. The 
table was originally the property of Gen. 
Sheridan, but he gave it to Gen. Custer.

The last parade of the encampment oc- 
curred this afternoon, when the Union ex- 
prisoners of war turned out 10,000 strong, 
every State in the Union having one or 
more representatives in the ranks. John 
H. Hancock was marshal. 

The election of commander-in-chief win 
not be held until tomorrow.

DAMAGES BY BY FIRE. 


Railroad Exemption from Liability, 
Not Contrary to Public Policy. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CEDAR RAPIDS Gowa,) Sept. 12.—In 
the case of the Hartford Fire Insurance 
Company against the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Railway Company, Judge 
Shiras has ruled that contracts exempting 
railroad corporations from liability for 
damages caused by fire is not contrary to 
public policy. In 1890, the railroad com- 
pany leased a tract of ground near the de- 
pot of the company at Monticello to Samp. 
son, McIntyre and Company for the pur- 
pose of erecting a cold-storage warehouse. 
In the proviso, the contract exempted the 
railroad company from damage in case the 
warehouse was destroyed by fire caused by 
sparks from locomotive or through the neg- 
ligence of employees or the agents of the 
company. In 1892, the warehouse was de 
stroyed by fire and Sampson, McIntyre and 
Company were paid $28,000 insurance by 
the Hartford Fire Insurance Company.

THE NINA SAFE. 


She Makes the Voyage to Hurope in’ 
; Thirty-eight Days. 
‘QUEENSTOWN, Sept. 12.—(By Atlantic 

Cable.) The little schooner Nina, Capt. 

Frietsch. arrived here today from New 

York. Frietsch was the only man on board. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—The Nina sailed 

from New York on Sunday, August 5. She 

thus makes the trip across the Atlantic 
in thirty-eight days, remarkable time for 
such a craft, and only nine days behind 
the time made by the yacht Valkyrie, when 
she returned to England from this port. 

She was brought here by Capt. Frietsch 

from Milwaukee in June. In shipping cir- 

cles considerable doubt was expressed as to 
the ability of the Nina to cross the ocean 
safely. 

Capt. Freitsch reports that when he was 
four days out from New York the Nina 
sprung a leak and he was compelled to 
build and rig a new pump before he was 
able to get the Nina under control. Off 
the banks of Newfoundland, on August 14, 
the Nina encountered a,gale of wind and 
was hove to for forty-three hours. He 
then found that the little schooner’s rudder 
was sprung so much that he had to lower 
himself over the stern in order to partly 
repair it. He was not able to repair the 
rudder sufficiently for it to be used and 
he was forced to steer her over two thou- 
was sprung so much that he had to lower 
astern, He lost his reckoning some time 
afterwards and went for days without 


knowing his whereabouts. Eventually he 
spoke the steamer Memantic and got his 
position. The Nina was then headed 
straight for Queenstown.

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.,) Sept.12. — Judge 
Ballou of the United States District Court, 
upon the petition of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, has issued an order 
restraining J. N. Henderson, Auditor of 
the State, from certifying to the Auditors 
of counties in which the lines of the com- 
pany extend, the valuations apportioned 
by taxes by the State Board of Tax Com- 
missioners for the year 1894.

RENO (Nev.,) Sept. 12.—The court was 
crowded to overflowing this afternoon to 
listen to the testimony of Mrs. Hartley, 
which proved quite sensational. In a dra- 
matic and very effective manner she de- 
| scribed - in detail the occurrences that led 
up to the killing of Senator Foley in Reno 
last July, Her testimmony in substance 
was as follows: 

came toReno as a widow and stranger 
in October, 93. I had some mining prop- 
erty near Meadow Lake, beyond that I re- 
lied on an artist's profession for a. liveli- 
hood. I secured a studio in the Nevada 
Bank building. A few days after, Senator 
Foley, president of the bank, came to my 
room to see about the gas fixtures. While 
there he saw specimens from my mine. 
He said he took considerable interest in 
mines and would like all the information 
possible about my property. 

„He sald Senator Jones was coming 1 

a few days and he would like to 4 
him. It being inconvenient to get the 
papers then relative to the property, the 
matter was postponed. On January 30, 
Foley came in the evening and again asked 
for the papers, saying Jones would be here 
on the morrow. I promised to take them 
to Foley at the bank in the morning. He 
insisted on having them then. I refused. 
He asked me to go and have supper with 
him, I refused. He came in the room 
And, through persisting, persuaded me to 
look for the papers. He said he had a 
cold and asked for a drink. I got brandy. 
and benedictine, placed them on a table 
and went to look. fer the papers. On re- 
turning he had two cups with liquor in 
and insisted on my drinking with him. I 
refused; said I was tired; that it was very 
late and he should go home. 
sisted and finally he said he would go if: 
I took a sip. He finally per- 
‘suaded me to drink it all. 
„A peculiar feeling immediately came 
over me, and realizing I was becoming 
deathly sick, I cried: ‘I am dying; I am 
dying,’ and fell upon the couch. When I 
regained consciousness all was dark, and 
Foley was beside me bathing my head. I 
asked him to lay my head down and leave. 
The latter request he refused. I fainted. 
When I regained consciousness a second 
time the morning light was streaming 
through the window. He was still with 
me. I cried: Mr. Foley, the janitor 
comes at 5 o’clock; please leave and spare 
me this humiliation.’ He made a fire, 
placed brandy and water by my side, and 
said: ‘Good-by; I hope you will soon be 
better.“ 

He returned that night. I said: ‘If 
you ever mention what you did last night 
beware of the consequences,’ He star 
to apologize. I put my hand in my pocket 
and said: ‘Leave, and always keep away 
from me, or I may not be able to restrain 
myself.“ He went. Several times on dif- 
ferent nights afterwards he knocked. I 
told him if he persisted in coming I might 
put a bullet through the door. On Feb- 
ruary 25 I entered my room at night and 
locked the door. On crossing the room, 
Foley stepped out from a corner in front 
of me. I started for the door. He put his 
hand on my mouth and said: ‘Alice, don’t 
make a fuss.“ Later, an opportunity of- 
fered, and I called for help. He put his 
hand on my mouth again and finally per- 
suaded me to talk business. 

After a long talk he picked me up in 
his arms. struggle was short.

The free-trade editors are s0 tickled be- 
cause the inaction of the past eighteen 
months, in the wool industry, shows some 
signs of abatement, that they are swinging 
their hats and shouting, in chorus, that 
we are on the threshold of a galorious re- 
vival of business from Maine to Califor- 
nia. Like most other industries, the wool 
industry has been waiting to know what 
the tariff legislation would be, and some 
improvement was inevitable, whatever 
form the law might take, so soon as uncer- 
tainty was replaced by certainty.

NOT HIS WIFE'S. 


A Corpse Foisted Upon a Husband by 
Hospital Officials. —

NO JUSTIFICATION THEREFOR,

Tail-end of the Tailors’ Strike —The 
Western Union Messengers in 
the Debs Trial—Secretary | 
Morton Raises Wages. —

VALPARAISO (Ind., Sept. 12.—Judge 
John H. Gillett, cf the Porter Lake Cir- 
cuit Court, created a great deal of surprise 
when he charged the grand jury to make a 
thorough investigation of the riots at 
Hammond during the recent strike against 
the Pullman Company. He said: 

J would be recreant in my duty if I 
omitted to call your attention to the acts 
of violence and lawlessness that occurred 
in this country during the late strike. 
While the acts of wrong-doing were due 
principally to the railroads, yet, as an in- 
cident of such acts, men were beaten al- 
nost to death because they performed 
their duties, while others were compelled, 
on pain of death, to leave the State be- 
cause they were su ted of hav. given 
information as to the identity of wrong- 
doers. I am led to believe that the wrongs 
committed were done chiefly by nbdn-resi- 
dents, who had been driven over the State 
line by the military; yet it is a fact that 


„There can be no question as to the ab- 
stract right of a man not only to strike, but 
to secure the co-operation of his fellow- 
workmen in a strike, by entreaty or an ap- 
appea) to reason. To take from the labor. 
ing man the right to quit the employment 
of uncertain tenure, and to urge other em- 
ployees to do so, is to take from him his 
only weapon, inasmuch as he is ordinarily 
without. any considerable accumulation of 
money or property, and he must make the 
value of his services felt speedily, or the 
gaunt wolf of starvation will compe) him 
to accept such wages as his employers ten- 
der him. The limit is that the striker 
must not molest the person or property 
cf his employer, and must not interfere 
with the freedom of those who are con- 
tent to accept as a compensation what the 
employer offers. 

„It is clear that there can be no justifi- 
cation for mob rule under a form of gov- 
ernment like ours. Our citizens, both na-. 
tive and naturalized, must be educated to 
respect the law. No one has better rea- 
son than the laboring man to demand the 
enforcement of the law against those who 
have committed violence, those who com- 
mitted violence in the sacred name of 
labor. The lar cases I wish you 
to specially investigate are those wherein 
individuals have been injured, and not for 
crimes committed against the property of 
the railroads, unless a request be made to

PARIS. 


Public Interest Manifests Itself at 
Stowe House—Countless Floral 
Wreaths for the Dead—A 
Royalist Gathering.

LONDON, Sept. 12.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
Crowds at daybreak today commenced 
wending their way from Buckingham and 
dbher places to Stowe House, the English 
residence of the late Comte de Paris, in 
order to make an attempt to view the cas- 
on containing the remains.

ists. The arrangements for the funeral 
were completed, when, shortly after sun- 
rise, a hearse, drawn by six superb Flem- 
ish ‘horses, arrived from London and was 
slowly driven to the secluded portions of 
the grounds to wait until summoned to the 
entrance of Stowe House in order to con- 
vey the body of the Comte de Paris on its 
way to Weybridge. 

The early trains from London also 
brought many notable people, and a very 
nu greater number of people, who were 
attracted to Stowe House out of curiosity 
or by the desire to pay a tribute of re- 
spect to the illustrious dead. The nota- 
bilities included official and unofficial rep- 
resentatives of nearly all the nations of 
the world, and gathered there during the 
day ‘were princes and princesses represent- 
ing nearly every royal family in Europe. 
From London some time previously, a 
handsome funeral train arrived, somber 
draped inside and out. With it came a dé 
tachment of troops. From Stowe House, 
at 5:15 am., a small party of sight-seers 
had assembled in the neighberhood. The 
crowds were constantly augmented until 7 
o’clock, wh~n the hearse and ter mourning 
coaches wer. drawn up in front of the 
righ: of the residence of the Orleans fam- 
ily. The hearse bore six hatchmants of 
fleur de lis, and was heavy with bowing 
plumes. 

An almost countless number of floral 
wreaths arrived at Stowe House yesterday 
and this morning many of them were con- 
veyed there by special messenger from 
Paris and other parts of France. Among 
them wes a magnificent floral wreath, 
eight feet in diameter, and composed of 
lilies, roses and orchids, attached ‘to which 
was a tri-colored bow, sent by Baron Al- 
phonse de Rothschild. Another very hand- 
some tribute of flowers was sent by Mrs. 
George B. McClellan, the widow of Gen. 
McCle'tan, upon whose staff the Comte de 
Paris seryed for a time during: the civil 
war in the United States. 

The family of the Comte de Paris as- 


sembled around the bier about 6:30 a. m., 


and at 7:30 a.m. the bell of the chapel 
was tolled, calling the relatives of the 
dead man to attand mass, which was céle- 
brated by Father Cafferata, a personal 
friend of the deceased. At 7:45 o’clockj 
fhe casket, covered with a pall of violet 
velvet, over which was the tri-colcred 
flag of France, was removed from the mag

The 
casket was placed in the funeral train 
amid ind silence. 
The funeral train reached Weybridge at 
noon and the procession marched from the 
railroad station to the old church where 
lie the remains of the Duchesse de Ne- 
mour, aunt of the Comte de Paris. The 
was met at the dcor by the Bishop 
of Southwork, in violet canonicals, at- 


tended by the minor clergy. The religious 


ceremonies were very solemn and impres- 
sive. After they had been concluded the 
casket was born around to the rear of the 
building, where it was deposited in a 
vault. It is believed! that efter a proper 
time has elapsed, the remains of the 
Comte, by permission of the French gov- 
ernment, will be ‘transferred to Dreux, 
where rest the bodies of Louis Philippe 


and his wife. 


After the vault wag closed, the ladies 
returned to Stowe House and the Due 
d’Orleans, accompanied by a number of 
friends, went to London, where he held 
a reception at the Grosvenrg Hotel. It 
was attended by all the visiting royalists, 
The reception commenced punctua at 5 
o’clock and it was estimated that the 
young duke received fully a thousand 
Frenchmen. When the assemblage was 
completed, the Duc d' Orleans addressed 
the Royalists in a firm, solemn voice, say-

N umerous Witnesses on the Stand— 
Platt Tells His Story of the 
Affair—Nearing the 
End. 


When the sensational Platt-Harris con- 
spiracy case was called in the United 
States District Court yesterday morning, 
H. T. Gage, Esq., of counsel for the de- 
defendant Harris, stated that he had just 
beén subpoenaed in a civil action before 
Judge Clark, and a slight delay was occa- 
sioned while the attorney went to the 
telephone for the purpose of arranging 
for the taking of his testimony at some 
other more convenient time. 

Upon learning that Mr. Gage’s presence 
was necessary in the Superior Court forth- 
with, Judge Ross offered to suspend the 
proceedings until that gentleman returned, 
but it was agreed that the examination

Mr. Gage then took the witness in hand, 
but only askéd one question, much to the 
surprise of those present. 
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this juncture for the purpose of proving 
that the stamp on the envelope inclosing 
the anonymous letter was canceled in the 
main office, thereby showing that it went 
through the ordinary course of the mails. 

Sergt. Gus Smith, of the police force, 
Was the next witness called for the gov- 
ernment. He testified to the effect that, 
on the evening of March 26 last, he ac- 
companied Detectives Bosqui and Benson 
to Crandall’s room and took up a position 
in the light well, and overheard a ver- 
sation between Crandall and Harris, After 


Benson followed them downstairs and over- 
took them on the street. He asked Harris 
to accompany him to the police station, as 
the Chief wanted to see him. On arrival 
at the station, witness escorted Harris to 
the detectives’ room, and as the door was 
opened he noticed that Harris placed his 
left hand into his breast pocket, took some- 
thing white out, dropped it into his right 
hand and slipped it up his sleeve. Witness 
immediately grabbed Harris and took 
from his sleeve a check on the First Na- 
tonlal Bank for $700, payable to Harris, 
and signed by E. E. Crandall. Harris de- 
manded it, claiming that it was his prop- 
erty, but witness handed ft to Detective 
~-Bosqui and left the room. 

Smith, who was very briefly crosh-exaiii- 
ined, stated that when first placed under 
arrest, Harris did not ask him what he 
was arrested for, but later on witness 
heard him inquire of others. 

Elmer E. Crandall, upon being recalled 
for the purpose of proving what was writ- 
ten on the memorandum which Harris 
chewed u “Pp in his cell, testified to having 
written e foHowing words in Harris’s 
vest-pocket note book: Send all written 
matter, cuts, etc., in your possession to E. 
E. Crandall, Los Angeles, Cal., by Wells- 
Fargo. Express Company.“ 

When turned over for cross-examipation, 
witness was requested to write the words 
he had testified to on a sheet of paper, just 
as he wrote them in Harrfs’s notebook, 
and, after a few questions regarding the 
shape, size and ‘color of the book, he was 
excused. 

Betore he left the stand, however, Judge 
Ross extracted from the witness the im- 
portant fact that the officers who had testi- 
fied to having overheard the conversations 
between the witness and defendants were, 
in his rooms at his instigation, he having 
consulted Chief of Police Glass upon re- 
ceipt of Platt's letter. 

THE DEFENSE. 

This closed the case for the govern- 
ment and at 2:20 o’clock, H. T. Gage, Esq., 
inquired whether or not the court had any 
rule with reference to the nu 
acter witnesses he could call, and, upon 
learning that he would be limited to ‘five or 
six, the defendants’ counsel held a nae 
whispered consultation. 

The first witness called for the defense 
was W. J. Brodrick, the insurance a'gent. 
He testified to having known the defend- 
ant Harris far twenty-one years past. His 
reputation for truth, honesty and integrity 
was good. The witness was not cross-ex- 


amined. 
W. R. Rowland of Puente 


Ex-Sheriff 
testified that Emil Harris was employed by 
him as a deputy and that he had known 
him for twenty-five years. His reputation 
Was good. No cross-examination. 

Ex-Chief of Police J. Frank Burns, and 

a former sheritr of this county, who had 
known Emil Harris since 1868, also testified 
that his reputation was good. He also 
swore that Bosqui’s reputation was bad. 
When pinned down to the sources of his 
information, he swore that Charles White, 
ticket agent for the Southern Pacific, and 
another man, whose name he could not 
recall, former residents of Humboldt 
county, Emil Harris and Fred E. Byles of 
Pasadena were all whom he could remem- 
ber, although a number of others had also 
talked with him on the subject. Upon 
cross-examination he denied that Bosqui 
had ever arrested him for gambling, but 
admitted that Bosqui was present when he 
Was arrested by Gus Smith. 

Fred Harkness and John T. Skinner 
testified that Emil Harris’s reputation for 
truth, honesty and integrity was good. 
Patrick M. Darcy, who had known Bosqui 
since 1887, swore that is reputation was 
bad as aid also John A. Clark, a former 
resident of Humboldt county. 

Walter T. Jackson, a former policeman, 
had known Bosqui for five or six years, 
but did not know his reputation. 

William B. McCullough, a gas-fitter, tes- 
tified to having known Bosqui for fifteen 
years. His reputation back in Humboldt 
county was bad. 

Upon cross-examina'tion, however, Me- 
Cullough admitted that he was only 28 
years of age now, and that as Bosqui left 
Humboldt county in’ 1876, he was only a 
child of 10 years at the time of ‘his trouble. 

Robert Martin, “another €x-policeman, 
who had known Bosqui for twelve years,

Charles A Bell of (Calabasas, who had 
known “Bosqui for seven or eight’ years, 
Swore that his reputation for truth, hon- 
esty and integrity was bad. 

Robert L. Coutts, ex-city jailer, was 
called for the purpose of showing that one 
day when Platt asked to see Basqul in 
jail, the detective’ told witness that he 
was not after Platt, ‘but that he ‘iwanted 
the —— —— —— —— of a Harris.“ 

A ripple of excitement was created when 
the defendants’ counsel called their next 
witness, Mrs. E. E. Crandall, and a thin, 
sallow-faced woman of medium height, at- 
tired in a pretty costumo of black, dotted 
with white rings, and trimmed with lace, 
surmounted by a neat hat, tripped up to 
the stand. 

After adjusting her eyeglasses Mrs. 
Crandall testified to the effect that she 
had known Elmer E. Crandall since 1884, 
and had been divorced from him on April 
21, 1894. When asked as to his general 
reputation for truth, honesty and integ- 
rity, she smiled sweetly and was about to 
‘answer, when United States Attorney 
Denis interposed’ the objection that she 
could not testify to her former husband’s 
reputation, as at the time of the affair 
in controversy they were husband and 
Wise. 

Mr. Gage remarked that under the elr- 
cumstances he thought it would be more 
genteel not to press the matter and re- 

quested Mrs. Crandall to stand aside, 
which she did with apparent regret, after 
the court had refused to allow her to tes- 
tify as to what she contemplated with 
reference to the employment of Emil Har- 
ris, after the offense was committed.

Mr. Knox excitedly asked the court for 
leave to make an explanation of the affair, 
as the papers had published what pur- 
ported to be the facts in the case, and 
he thought his professional reputation had 

; injured in consequence. e then 
said that he did have a conversation with 
Mr. Crandall about the payment of $150, 
when the latter came to him with a writ- 
ten order from Mrs. Crandall for twenty to 
twenty-five letters. written by him to her.

proving Elysian Park and to devise means 
of carrying on the same. The Hon. 
Stephen M. White and others have been 
invited to speak. The grand and vari 
scenery of this tract, and the frostle 
character of most of the land comprised in 
it offers chances for a park that might 
be made unique in its way, and which 
may in time become one of the main at- 
tractions that Southern California has to 
offer visitors. The other parks which we 
have in the city, such as Westlake Park 
and the East Side Park, are good enough 
in their way, and are entitled to consider- 
ation from the city; but they are far too 
small to fill the want, which is for a spa- 
cious breathing-place that may in time be 
compared with Central Park in New York, 
Fairmount Park in Philadelphia, Lincoln 
Park in Chica'go, Golden Gate Park in San 
Francisco, Regent’s Park in London, and 
the Bois de Boulogne in Paris, with this 
difference, that, as above stated, the fea- 
tures of varied scenery and mild climate 
offer possibilities that are lacking in all 
ef the parks mentioned. 

To make a good start will of itself cost 
considerable money, including the pur- 
chase of several tracts of land belonging 
to private owners, which are located al- 
most in the center of the park, and some 


| of which, by the way, it might have been 


hoped that the owners, who are ‘well-to-do, 
would have presented to the city in which 
they have grown rich, rather than ask a 
big price for them. It is to decide upon 
the best method of raising this money 
that will be one of the chief objects of the 
meeting tonight. No ‘‘cinch’’ should be 
submitted to. 

The chief cbstacle in the way of creating a 
park upon this tract has been the opposition 
which has cropped out in other sections of 
the city, more especially among the Coun- 
ellmen. Whenever an attempt has been 
made to do something in the way of im- 
proving Elysian Park, members of the 
Council, alert to the interests of their re- 
spective constituents, have ohjected unless 
they could secure some appropriation either 
for a new park in their wards, or for the 
improvement of an existing park. Many 


while they live a long way from Elysian 
Park, they would be dufte willing to vote 
money for its improvement, recognizing 
that it would be a park for the whole city— 


one which aH Angelenyos might be proud

AT THE CITY HALL. 


Hill Street Sewer District. 


QUESTIONS ‘RATSED BY THE PROPHPRTY- 


OWNDRS’ FROTESTS. 
The petition from property-owners in the 
Hill-street sewer district, asking that they 


be not compelled to pay the additional 


cost of making the main sewer in that dis- 
trict larger than is needed there in or- 
der that it may carry the drainage from 
above raises the question as to who shall 
pay the difference. 

If this difference be paid out of funds 
belonging to the city it will of course es- 
tablish a precedent in the cases of several 
other districts similarly situated. There 
is a balance remaining in the internal 
sewer fund Which is perhaps sufficient to 
pay the difference for one of these districts 
or a little more, but if this balance be 
used for that purpose some other sort of 
provision would have to be made Yor pay- 
ing the difference in the other districts. 

Councilman Munson is advocating the 
consideration of the voting of -bonds for 
that purpose. His suggestion is that an 
estimate be made of the aggregate amount 
required to adjust these differences, where 
there be any, in all the sewer districts 
of the city. 

This ‘proposition is objected to on the 
ground that the people will not vote 
bonds for that purpose. This objection is 
met with the argument that if the people 
of the city will not vote the bonds the 
representatives of, the people in the per- 
sons of the members of the City Council 


to appropriate 
money for that purpose. 
It is stated that according to a recent 


decision of the Supreme Court a number 


of separate bond propositions, with the 
one exception of refunding bonds, may be 
submitted to the people on the same day 
and voted on at the same time. Besides 
the proposition in reference to the sewer 
districts the bond questions which it is 
proposed to submit to the people are for 
additional schools, for park extension, for 
headworks for a gravity system. of water- 
works, and for the Third-street tunnel. 

It has been talked of to have the bond 
election called for the day following the 
general election in November. It is also 
thought to be a good scheme to have the 
question of refunding the city bonds voted 
on the second day after the general elec- 
tion. By so doing the polling-places could 
probably be procured at a somewhat lower 
rate of rent, and voters would know bet- 
ter just where to go to vote.
